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FACULTY RECITALS AT ABBOT 


Centennial Series of Musical Programs to Be Presented by 
Heads of Music Department — 
Public Invited 


The Centennial series of Faculty recitals 
at Abbot Academy will be opened by a 
concert of organ music. Walter Edward 
Howe, director of music at Abbot will give 
the recital on the beautiful Dorothy Davis 
Rimmer Memorial Organ in Tuesday night 
November 6th at 8.00 o’clock. The recital 
which will begin promptly at eight, will last 
an hour, giving people ample time to return 
to their radios for the election returns. 

Mr, Howe’s program is divided into 
three parts: Handel and Bach in the first 
part, Elert and Firmen Swinnen in the 
second and the Howe Organ Symphony in 
the third. 

Handel wrote his Water Music in 1714 
for King George I of England. The king had 
been Elector of Hanover before ascending 
the throne of England. At the time he was 
Elector, Handel was in his employ as court 
musician. Handel, having had some success 
in England, asked for a leave of absence 
that he might make another journey there. 
The Elector generously gave his permission 
with the understanding that Handel was 
to return within a reasonable time. 


“Within a reasonable time,” Handel 
interpreted so liberally that he was still in 
London when the Elector became King 
George I of England. Therefore, when the 
King arrived in London, Handel was in 
the rather awkward position of being in the 
King’s employ, na absent from his 
duties for two years! It was impossible for 
Handel to appear at Court after such dere- 
liction of duty, but he had friends who 
promptly conspired to bring about his 
reinstatement, They suggested that he 
write some music and have it paved on a 
barge which was to follow the King’s barge 
up the river. Thus Handel wrote his suite 
called ‘The Water Music,” and employed 
a few musicians to play it while his barge 
followed that of the King from Limehouse 
to Whitehall. The scheme succeeded ad- 
mirably and the King permitted Handel 
to appear at Court, and granted him a 
pension of 200 pounds a year besides, 

The Bach Choral prelude on “O Lamm 
Gottes,” is in three divisions. The Chorale 
consists of three similar strophes, that are 
distinguished from each other by the fact 
that the first two end with “Have compas-

Cressy Morrison Explains How Women 
Benefit from Protective Tariff 


The vital interest of the women of the 
country in maintaining the Republican pro- 
tective tariff policy to guard against the 
lowering of American standards of living in 
the home, was forcefully presented yesterday 
by A. Cressy Morrison, Chairman of The 
Executive Committee of The American 
Tariff League in an address delivered before 
the Women’s Bureau of the National 
Association of Manufacturers at the annual 
convention of the association at the Waldorf. 
Mr. Morrison pointed out that the woman 
“has most at stake” in the coming election 
in regard to the important issue of the tariff, 
and he urged them to exercise their franchise 
and vote to continue the American policy 
of protection. 


The speaker explained just what the tariff 
is, and contrasted the protective tariff with 
the “low tariff” or “tariff for revenue only”. 
He pointed out that under the protective 
policy the country has prospered, with high 
wages in industry and agriculture and high 
standards of living in American homes, whi 
under all low tariff laws, hard times have hit 
the country, with consequent demoraliza- 
tion of labor and industry, and a lower stand- 
ard of living which brought suffering and 
curtailment of Ca Cased to the women 
and children in the homes. 


“The facts on which a protective tariff 
rests are these,” said Mr. Morrison. ‘We 
know that foreign countries pay lower wages 
than we do; their labor works longer hours; 
there is no discrimination in favor of women 
and children; and ocean freight rates are 
cheaper than our railroad rates. Under these 
conditions, foreign industries can so compete 
with American industries producing similar 
goods that American manufacturers with our 
higher labor costs, will be driven out of 
business because they can undersell us. If we 
permit them to undersell us and drive us out 
of business, the foreigners, having no do- 
mestic competition, can charge any price 
they like. Something must be done to pro- 
tect the American producer and worker. 
Therefore, an effort is made to place a duty 
on imported goods which will so equalize 
conditions that the fo: er can no longer 
undersell our own people. Every time an 
American buys an imported article into 
which one day’s work has been put, he takes 
one day’s wi out of the pocket of an 
American worker in the same industry here. 
Multiply this by millions, as must be done 
when importations are heavy, and we have 
depression in this country, with decreased 
wages, unemployment and distress. History 
proves beyond doubt that the greatest 
sufferers during ‘hard times’ are the women 
and children.” 


Mr. Morrison, using governmental records 
to prove his case, showed that whenever a 
low tariff law has been in power there have 
been depression and hard times, while under 
the regime of the protective tariff the men 
and women workers have been steadily and 
profitably employed. Present prosperity, he 
pointed out, ediately followed the pro- 
tective tariff enacted in 1922 and has re- 
mained unchanged since then. 

“How. does the tariff effect you as wom- 
en?” asked Mr. Morrison. Of course, there is 
a complete answer; if your brother, husband 
or other relative is employed in any of the 
protected industries, or if you have invest- 
ments in them, their prosperity contributes 
to your prosperity and the connection is 
direct, even more so if you are employed 
ourself. Have you inquired into this to see 
if they or you are so employed? Perhaps you 
own an interest in a movie theatre or hold 
some stock in a general business such as a 
bank, real estate or a merchandise store and 
you may inquire ‘How does the tariff protect 
me under this condition?’ The answer is that 
more people attend the theatre if they are 
employed, more people buy real estate or put 
money in the bank, more money is spent for 
merchandise, and all the money spent for 
merchandise made in this country goes to 
American workersand comes back to the 
merchant in more trade. While if it is spent 
for foreign goods it has gone out of the 
country forever. With dull trade the business 
man employes less labor, must cut down his 
office force, buys less from others, and the 
contemplated expansion of his business must 
be defered untila tariff is enacted which will 
adequately protect him. Every woman is 
therefore directly concerned, whether she is 
a relative of any employee, executive or 
professional man; and if she is herself em- 
ployed, her own pay or even her position 
depends on continued prosperity. Even 
charities suffer in dull times when they are 
needed most.” 

Referring to the reports of the United 
States Department of Commerce as late as 
July 1928, Mr. Morrison showed that the 
wages for skilled and unskilled workers of 
both sexes in Europe ran from 61 cents per 
day to $2.00 per day while in paralled occu- 
pations in this country they run from $3.00 
per day to $12.00 per day. Rarely, he said, 
do foreign wages approach one-quarter of 
American wages. 

“How ney you women get along if the 
family income or your own income was 
reduced to less than one quarter of what it 
now is?” asked the speaker. “You can 
readily understand if these people came over 
here and sought work in our factories, in our 
mines and on our railroads, that they would 
be willing to live on a lower standard than 
the American workman, that they would 
accept lower wages and, man for man, would 
replace the American.” 

Mr. Morrison called attention to the fact 
that in no other country in the world is the 
woman’s status as good as it is here. He de- 
clared that in the American standard of 
living, the women have everything at stake 

“if by her vote she does anything to 
break down that standard,” he continued. 
“she will suffer, no matter who she is. If she 
helps to maintain that standard, she and her 
children will benefit all the more. She has 
been given the responsibility of the ballot; 
it is a great responsibility; and she has no, 
right to use it unless she gives earnest con- 
sideration to what that ballot means. She 
should adhere to those policies of our govern- 
ment which are the source of our present 
standard of living in America and thus 
assure herself of the things she now enjoys, 
I assert that one of the most important 
influences in bringing our country to its 

resent superb condition has been, and now

No voter will have an easy job 
Tuesday. He has fifteen offices to vote 
for and two questions of policy to decide. 

Of course the main thing in public 
interest is voting for the electors for this 
Commonwealth who will in turn vote 
for the next President. After all, the 
country will continue in its normal 
course whether the Democratic Smith, 
fighting reformer, or Republican Hoover, 
brilliant conservative, is elected. Both 
are great leaders of their respective 
parties and followers, and worthy of the 
high office, yet the Townsman thinks 
Hoover the better of these two good 
men. Do you know who the electors are 
or who cares? 

For this Commonwealth we have 
a Governor to elect, a Lieutenant Gover- 
nor, a secretary, treasurer, auditor, 
attorney geueral and a national senator. 
From the fifth Congressional District 
we must elect a Congressional Repre- 
sentative; from the fifth Councillor 
District, a councillor. 

A senator to the General court is to be 
voted upon from the fourth Essex 
Senatorial District, and two representa- 
tives from the sixth Representative 
District. 

Two Essex County commissioners 
will be voted for, and a Register of 
Deeds for the North Essex District. 
Also, a clerk of Courts for Essex County. 

Besides these offices, there is the 
question of local option for Sunday 
Sports (which puts the matter up to 
each community for decision), and also 
the problem of the prohibition amend- 
ment. The answer to this last question 
will be interesting but no one need 
think that anything will come of it: the 
machinery for a constitutional change is 
too cumbersome to hold out much hope 
for the hopeful. One reason for voting 
“no” on this question, is to protect the 
other fellow from liquor. 

All voters should be prepared to vote 
not only by studying the situation in- 
telligently before hand, but also by 
familiarizing themselves with the ballot. 
A sample ballot is posted in front of 
Town Hall for this purpose, and it de- 
serves and requires careful attention. 
The League of Women Voters will have 
a booth where people will be shown 
how to mark their preferences correctly. 

One word about our Massachusetts 
Representatives. If anyone thinks that 
the men from Lawrence have the inter- 
ests of Andover at heart, they haven't 
heard those men speak at the Demo- 
cratic rally this week. Speaking of the 
North Main street road a Lawrence 
candidate soliciting Andover’s votes 
referred to it not as part of Andover, but 
as an entrance “to the fair city of 
Lawrence.” Thaxter Eaton is the only 
man who will be sure to represent 
Andover at the General Court. If we 
of Andover don’t hang together on this 
question, we shall all hang separately. 

But whatever your preferences, be 
sure to cast your ballot and to cast it 
according to your best judgment next 
Tuesday. Only in this way may free 
citizens be worthy of the privileges and 
responsibilities of a great Democracy. 


Answer Number Two 


In his second letter to the Townsman 
on Sunday sports, Mr. Frost shows him- 
self to be so much of an idealist that 
he cannot see facts as they exist, here 
and now. He believes that if a man is 
permitted to see a good baseball game 
on Sunday afternoons, that he will lose 
contact with higher values and higher 
issues. He does not take the pains to 
tell us what these higher things are. 
What practical substitute for sports 
does he propose? The favorite Sunday 
sports today seem to be riding, radio 
jazz, Sunday comics, street corner 
loafing and—we hate to admit it— 
shooting craps! In view of these facts 
would a baseball game really be a 
lowering of every thing held “sacred” 
by the American people? There isn’t 
anything very holy about what the 
average person now does, and baseball 
would be a distinct improvement in 
certain instances. A case like this 
should be judged by its net results 
rather than by its supposed place in 
some scheme of “sacred’’ things which 
does not apply. 

Mr. Frost is greatly concerned about 
those scheming promoters who will 
delude the public to reach for their 
purses. The people may be “ gullible’, 
“blind” or even “cowardly” as Mr. 
Frest suggests but they are not suckers 
with the money they have worked hard 
lo earn. If they don’t get their mon2y’s 
worth the delusion won't last long and 
the promoters will soon declare bank- 
ruptcy; if they do, it is because promoters 
are entitled to it by a satisfied public. 
It won't help to worry over the way 
one’s neighbor is going to spend his 
money. If the athletes don't get it, 
the gusoline stations, newspaper dealers 
and successful gamblers will, so take 
your choice. 

It is reasonable to believe that public 
demand is the base of this move, but 
origins are never important. Compar- 
utive results are the only things that 
count. Government originated with a 
savage’s clout on his neighbor's head, 
and we blush to think at the origin of 
religion. * Consider the lilies.” 

The wearers of the cloth, whose 
business it is to guide their straying 
fellow men, have failed to stifle a 
desire for Sunday activity so they are 
now seeking to restrict its forms of 
expression. Were they more practical- 
minded they would encourage reasonable 
and proper forms of recreation in the 
hope that it would prove a safe outlet 
for pent-up emotions of modern life, and 


so prevent grosser abuses which are 
too well known to be elaborated upon. 

But in the absence of a constructive 
program they have to content them- 
selves by telling the people what they 
should NOT do. 

A man cannot be expected to look 
pious all day Sunday; neither is the 
church collection box the only proper 
recipient for Sunday expenditures. 

Voting “Yes’’ on the ballot doesn’t 
automatically give any town or city 
Sunday Sports; it gives each community 
local option only. Don’t forget that as 
you mark your ballot next Tuesday. 

And by the way, Mr. Frost, have you 
ever read John Stuart Mill’s master- 
piece on “ Liberty’’? 


If You Co Not Like Prohibition 


Those who are longing to quench 
their thirst with legal beer do not need 
to look to the Democratic presidential 
candidate for salvation, but may turn 
with more hopeful hearts toward the 
repeal of the 18th amendment through 
the only effective method as outlined 
in the following editorial of ‘The 
Boston Herald”: 


If you do not like prohibition, the way to 
move effectively against it is by markin 
your ballot on Nov. 6, in the place arovided 
for the referendum on the repeal of the 18th 
amendment, This is simple, straightforward, 
effective. Your mark then goes to the right 
spot. It is Congress that could amend the 
constitution and not the President. He has 
nothing to do with it. He does not even sign 
@ congressional resolution submitting an 
amendment to the states as he would a bill 
which Congress had passed, for example. 
The most the President does, through his sec- 
retary of state, is to make announcement 
that an amendment has been carried by the 
requisite number of legislatures and so has 
become the fundamental law. This Frank L. 
Polk did in the case of the 18th amendment, 
as acting secretary of state; but his relation 
to the change was only technical. Mr. Smith 
would not, if elected President, have any 
vote or any “say” upon the amending of 
the constitution. What, then, is the sense 
in voting for him in order to strike pro- 
hibition, when we have on our ballots a 
neat and effective, and altogether direct 
way of doing this very thing? 

The result of the referendum will greatly 
influence, if not altogether control, the action 
of our senators and representatives. They 
will regard it as the mandate of the people. 
The burden of proof will be upon them if they 
attempt to disregard it. And they are the 
ones who will vote on the repeal of the 18th 


amendment, or on any other amendment to | P 


the amendment such as the one that Gov. 
Smith himself somewhat fatuously proposes. 

Why do by a cumbersome and costly way 
what may be done neatly and effectually? 
Why vote against the Republican ticket, 
with all that it stands for in the way of 
national well-being, upon this single issue, 
when even that can be better reached 
through a referendum on the same ballo3? 
Never were the qualifications of the rival 
candidates for the presidency so disparate 
as they are today. Never did the policies of 
the two parties stand in such mighty contrast 
as they do today. Why “upset the whole 
apple-cart,” when all you want to accomplish 
may be done, all by itself, by a single mark on 
the ballot? 


i Reilaskable Sosech 


The following editorial which ap- 
peared in “The Boston Herald” of 
November 1, gives an excellent sum- 
mary of the speech by Charles E, Hughes 


in Worcester Tuesday night, which, in 

the estimation of the Townsman was 
one of the best efforts of the campaign: 
The achievements of Gov. Smith, 
striking as they have been in his own 
field, do not approach those of Mr. 

Hoover. Gov, Smith knows New York. 

Mr. Hoover knows the United States 

and the world.—Charles E. Hughes at 

Worcester. 

In that statement Tuesday night, Mr. 
Hughes expressed a fact and implied a con- 
clusion which millions of Americans have 
had in mind since the campaign opened. 
The nation needs a man with a wide experi- 
ence in many fields, with an unquestioned 
record of broad accomplishment, with a 
knowledge of national pro»lems and a grasp 
of world a fairs, As a candidate of the party, 
Mr. Hoover speaks with an authority which 
does not attach to even a retired justice of 
the United States supreme court, a great sec- 
retary of state, an eminent lawyer, a former 
Goveraor of New York. Nevertheless, the 
Worcester address of Mr, Hughes is perhaps 
the soundest and most convincing utterance 
of the campaign to date. Only Mr, Hoover's 
New York address is at all comparable with 


t. 

Mr. Hughes has intimate knowledge of 
Gov. Smith’s capacity—as a Governor of a 
state. Mr. Hughes likes him—as a Governor 
of the state, Mr. Hughes gives him credit for 
some accomplishmeats—as a Governor of a 
state. Mr, Hughes finds him uncertain, 
slippery and dangerous because of his tarit 
views; unsound and utterly impractical in his 
proposals on prohibition; uninformed in his 
discussion of agricultural relief, extravagant 
even in his conduct of the state—a promiser, 
an over-night convert to new principles, 
pleading with the people to entrust him with 
the carrying out of policies which are alien 
to the traditional dogmas of the Democratic 
party. 

Mr. Hughes's discussion of Gov. Smith’s 
plan for solving the prohibition problem is an 
admirable statement of the ‘futile and im- 
practical” character of the scheme—to 
quote again the excellent phrase of Prof. 
Williston, The argument is plain and simple, 
and amply justifies Mr. Hughes’s assertion 
that prohibition is a ‘sham battle,” 

The eighteenth amendment can be changed 
only by the vote of thirty-six states. Congress 
cannot authorize what the constitution for- 
bids, and it bans intoxicating liquors. The 
supreme court has affirmed the validity of the 
eighteenth amendment. Goy. Smith may 
appeal to the people, but “that is quite 
di terent from an appeal to the people with 
respect to levzislation or even the constitution 
of a state.” A traffic condemned by the 
constitution would be an outlaw traffic with- 
out civil rights, whether violat’ons should 
bring a penalty or not. Obviously, traffi: in 
liquor could not be allowed to go on unre- 
stricted. In the end, Congress would be 


compelled to give up the game of trying to on this subject. 


“beat the constitution by not providing 
punishment.’”” 

If this is not a sham battle, asks Mr. 
Hughes, why doesn’t Gov. Smith poll the 
Democratic members of Congress as he 
polled them on the tariff issue? That was an 
astonishing manoeuvre on the part of the 
resolute, do-it-all expounder of democracy 
who was going to appeal directly to the 
neople on great issues. What would a pro- 
Ribition poll of the Democratic members 
reveal? It would demonstrate quickly how 
worthless Gov. Smith’s plan is. In the South, 
Democratic leaders are telling the voters 
frankly that Gov. Smith would be “helpless 
to accomplish what he advocates.” And, con- 
tinues Mr. Hughes, if this is not a sham 
battle, why are the majority of the Demo- 
cratic candidates for the House and Senate 
running on a platform pledging themselves 
to support the eighteenth amendment and 
the Volstead act? Mr. Huzhes believes, as 
most of us do, that “the country would j 
never accept enforcement by a wet as a test 
of prohibition,’ and in the end, “there 
would be a postponement of that develop- 
meat of public opinion throuzh which alone a 
modification of the eighteenth amendment 
could be had.” 

The real issues of the campaign then, are 
what, in the opinion of Mr. Hughes? They 
are those that are bound up with ke:piig 
our present prosperity and increasing it. 
That prosperity came about under Repu- 
lican tarits, Republican Presidents, Re- 
publican policies and Republican ideals. 
Finally, as Mr. Hughes concludes: 

Qualifications for our highest office are 
not produced over night. They are the 
slow growth of years of observation, of 
study, of reflection, of contact with 
practical aTairs. I should be the last to 
set store by mere knowledge of books 
or by the detachment of those who 
know little of the way in which our 
government functions. Mr. Hoover is 
not of the detached, academic class. 
He is the most practical of men. He 
would not have secured the nomina- 
tion of the Republican party for the 
office of President if he had not had 
rare political acumen. In truth, he 
is a born leader of men. He is nota 
politician in the sense that he does 
not put principles first. He has given 
us a fine exposition of the American 
system of government. He understands 
the principles on which it is based. He 
has boldly declared them and will not 
sacrifice them, 

Mr. Hoover is a skilful navigator. 
He knows his charts and is acquainted 
with the seas he will have tosail. Let 
us put him in charge of the Ship of 
State.

The Sunday Sports Referendum 
(“Thou Shalt Not’’) 

Since the editor of the Townsman has 
found occasion to criticise my article touch- 
ing the coming Sunday Sports Referendum 
in last week’s Townsman, he will, I am sure 
yermit me more fully to define the coming 
issue, at least, as it lies in my mind. 

No one I think will dispute the fact that 
few things characterize our age more than 
the prevalence of human sports. These 
sports today kindle the interest and absorb 
the activity of America as never before in its 
entire history. I can remember when the 
daily press devoted only a single paragraph 
to the sport news and this it tucked at the 
very bottom of the page; whereas now, the 
Boston Herald has four full-size pages de- 
voted to it daily and six full pages for its 
Sunday issue. This increasing devotion to 
the physical side of life marks a complete 
reversal of emphasis from that of a few years 
ago. Then the great event of the year here 
in Andover was the annual debate by the 
students of Phillips academy. No hall was 
large enough to seat the eager crowd. There 
was no band, no marching of students with 
banners, no “rah, rah, rah,” but the interest 
was intense and sustained. This shift in the 
tide of interest from the intellectual to the 
physical activities of life has gone onward 
with accelerated speed, gathering volume 
with the years and creating a current that, 
unless checked, bids fair to subordinate the 
higher values of the nation: for it is a distinct 
trait of our American people to run into 
extremes. Moderation is alien to their blood. 

Any attempt to check this current, to 
lesson its flow, subordinate it to higher issues 
or to turn it into legitimate channels pro 
vokes criticism, misinterpretation and often 
abuse. Few have the temerity to do it. They 

refer rather to drift with the crowd. This 
Is the easy and popular method. 

The threatening nature of this current 
gets itself uncovered in this Referendum and 
we are dubbed as undemocratic and illiberal 
if we attempt to stay it. But which is worse 
to be called illiberal or to be called gullible, 
to be called undemocratic or to be called 
blind and a coward? 

Whence, I ask, is the origin of this propo- 
sal that we are urged to sponsor November 
6th? Does it come from the rank and file 
of the overworked people or from a little 
handful of greedy promoters whose hunger 
for money would ride rough-shod over every- 
thing held sacred by the American people: 
“What fools we mortals be” to dream such 
a dream. No, this Referendum did not have 
its rise in a popular demand for more sport 
privilege. To claim this is simply to hood- 
wink the voter. These promoters dare not 
come out into the open but must hide their 

reed behind the skirts of the pleasure-lover. 

vil is always ashamed of its own wardrobe 
and by hook or by crook seeks to borrow a 
dress suit of respectability. What care these 
baseball promoters for the physical, mental 
or spiritual wellbeing of its citizens? Don’t 
be deluded, my fellow voter: their paramount 
desire is not for your pleasure but for your 
money. They would exploit your normal 
love for sports for their individual gain.

it? Of the 1400 laws written into the Massa- 
chusetts statutes last year rearly every one 
carried within ita “thou shalt not”. It is as 
easy for a man to crawl out of his skin as 
to crawl away from “thou shalt not’. From 
the days of Cain to this present hour man- 
kird has struggled to free himself from 
restraiit but he can never do so wholly for

stitutions. 

Don’t be deluded, fellow voters, the al- 
most resistless urge behind this Referendum 
is not solicitude for your pleasure but a 
reach for your Sunday purse.

Biggest Democratic Rally in History of 


Town 


The most enthusiastic Democratic demon- 
stration in several decades was held Monda 
night in Andover with a red fire automobile 

arade with 125 machines participating 
ollowed by a big rally in the town hall which 
was crowded to the doors. The large gather- 
ing waited patiently to hear the long list of 
prominent speakers and when General 
Charles H. Cole arrived close to 11.30 o’clock 
he received a fine hand from those who had 
been in the hall for more than four hours to 
hear the issues discussed. 


The parade started from the Andover- 
South Lawrence line on schedule headed by 
the Eighth regiment drum corps. Michael A. 
Burke a member of the Democratic town 
committee was the marshal. The long line 
of marchers proceeded through Shawsheen 
Village ¢o Andover square, to Elm street to 
Summer, to Avon, to Chestnut, to Bartlet, 
to Morton, to Main, to Chestnut, to Central, 
to Elm square to Park street. 

Hon. hh L. Burns, president of the 
local ‘Smith for President” club was chair- 
man of the rally. The first speaker was 
Atty. Edward Barry, candidate for 
attorney general. He served as lieutenant 
governor when Senator Walsh was Governor. 
He pleaded for a full vote and said that the 
women will be a deciding factor in this 
campaign. He argued that a candidate may 
win by one vote as has happened in the past 
and that Wilson was selected to the prest- 
dency by carrying California by less than 
200 votes in 1916. He praised Governor Smith 
who has held that office for four times. 

The second speaker was Rep. Thomas J. 
Lane of South Lawrence who seeks re-election 
Rep.

Arthur F. Ganley have been 
doing for Andover in the Leealitate during 
the past two years with regard to the North 
Main street proposition and the Telephone 
toll service to Lawrence. He also spoke of 
his opposition to the bill on the gas tax and 
the attempt to amend the 48-hour law for 
women as Well as other important bills which 
have come before the legislature. He stated 
that he and Ganley have not missed a single 
session of the legislature in two years and 
have been present at every roll call. 


U. S. Senator David I. Walsh followed as 
the next speaker. Senator Walsh said that he 
places his record of service for the state 
during the best years of his life before the 
people. He indorsed the other Democratic 
candidates and spoke highly of them es- 
pecially General Cole, candidate for governor 
and for whom he pleaded for a chance to 
fight political autocracy. He told the voters 
that on election day they are in comnlete 
control and that their ballots will work every 
day that their candidates are serving them 
in public office. 

The reason he said that Governor Smith 
is the copes candidate that he is today is 
because he is free and courageous and not 
afraid to say where he stands on every 
public question. 

Senator Walsh was followed by Cornelius

He promised to back Governor 
Smith on the modification of the 18th amend- 
ment. 


John E. Fenton, candidate for register of 
deeds was the next speaker. He also spoke 
for the Democratic candidates. He was 
followed by Past Commander Leo A. Marlow 
of the American Legion in Massachusetts. 
He spoke for Cole, Walsh and Smith and 
spoke highly of their records. Cole he siad 
served 25 years in the national guard and led 
in YD to the Mexican border, the best 
trained and best equipped outfit there and 
which was ies the country over for 
its fine service and later for its unquestioned 
service in France. Ten years ago tonight he 
said General Cole commanded these boys in 
the Argonne and he led back 10,000 of the 
20,000 that went over. Those who came back 
he said will cast their votes for General Colo 
and the loved ones of those who sleep in 
Flanders field will not forget General Cole 
when they go to the polls. He then spoke at 
length on the admirable work of nator 
Walshand Governor Smith. 

Prof. John J. Burns of the Harvard Law 
school was the next speaker. He said that 
Ex-Governor Charles Evans Hughes himself 
has proclaimed Smith “the expert in 
government.” His election will, he said, 
wipe out the ghost of religion which has hung 
over American politics. He said that they 
tellushe is not cultured but they brought 
up these petty arguments against Lincoln. 

The next speaker was Attorney Walter M. 
Burse, nowof Boston, a former Republican 
and son of the chairman of the Republican 
town committee in Greenfield, Maine. He 
said that we admit Hoover is an able man 
but that he is an administrator, and not an 
executive. 

Mrs. John W. Regan of Boston made an 
especial appeal to the women voters to 
support Governor Smith. 

x-Mayor John J. Hurley of Lawrence 
spoke for Representatives Lane and Ganley 
and told of the critical conditions in Lawrence 
where he said there the 2,800 vacant tene- 
ments and 700 vacant stores. Leo M. Bir- 
mingham, Democratic floor leader in the 
house of representatives spoke for Repre- 
sentatives Lane and Ganley and lauded them 
for their fine record of the past two years. 

The next speaker was John Jackson 
Walsh, candidate for governor in 1920. He 
said he was born in Andover and attended 
Punchard high school and received his 
first inspiration here as a public speaker 
when he attended an Andover-Exeter deate. 
He said it is an evil day for the United States 
|if a single vote is denied a candidate on 
account of prejudice and that the voter 
who will do that is a traitor to America. 

Representative Arthur F, Ganley spoke 
of his record of the past two years, 

He was followed by Congressman John B. 
Blainhill who was sent on from Pennsylvania 
by the Democratic committee. He summed 
up the situation in that state and spoke for 
Governor Smith. Mrs. Colson of Wakefield 
also gave a short talk. 

General Charles H. Cole, candidate for 
governor was the final speaker on the pro- 
gram. General Cole said that he has indorsed

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be destroyed 
at once with creosote. They should never be 
scraped off the object on which they are laid. Care- 
ful search should be made for gypsy moth egg 
clusters, not only on trees, but also on house walls, 
stone walls, fences and in rubbish heaps, etc. Trees 
in which cavities occur and which it is not desirable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or cemented. 
This is important. The present and future cost of 
combating this insect can be greatly reduced by 
cutting and burning worthless brush, hollow trees, 
etc. A few trees well-cared for are more valuable 
to the property owner and the community than a 
large number of neglected trees. 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be cut 
from the trees, carefully collected and burned in a 
stove or furnace, 

Full instructions as to the best methods of work

ROGER W. BABSON SAYS THAT BUILDING 
IS INFLUENCED BY MONEY RATES 


Shows Effect of High Money on Building and Construction — Scores Usurious Financing 
Charges — Several Bright Spots on the Building Map— 


Babson Park, Masaschusetts, November 
@, 1928, 

“History clearly shows that the rates for 
money have a powerful influence on building 
and construction operations. In the past 
when interest rates have risen to high levels 
a decline in building has followed. Periods 
of plentiful money and reasonably low rates 
on the other hand, have accompanied all of 
the big construction booms of the past, 
including that which has been in progress 
for the past five years. In 1920, for illustra- 
tion, there was a crying need for houses, 
stores, offices, apartments, public works, 
hospitals, and practically every kind 
construction, except industrial plants, This 
urgent demand, nowever, was not sufficient 
to force a building revival at that time, 
simply because interest rates were at pro- 
hibitive levels. By 1922, however, rates had 
declined and active building operations begun. 

“This huge construction volume has con- 
tinued, with only slight occasional recessions, 
up to August, 1928. The tightening in the 
money situation has now begun to show its 
inflluence. August building totals, as _re- 
ported by F. W. Dodge Co. dropped off 11 
per cent from July, whereas August is nor- 
mally a much better month than July. This 
decline was the first indication of any halt 
in the rapid upward movement. Of course, it 
does not necessarily mean that all building 
is on the toboggan. In fact, the September 
figures showed contracts higher than August, 
and also 12 per cent higher than September, 
1927. Analysis of the September results, 
however, shows that the increase was due 
to five or six single big industrial projects 
valued from $5,000,000 to $40,000,000 each. 
There was no general increase. Residential 
building was fractionally lower than in 
September, 1927; public works and public 
utilities were 5 per cent lower; social and 
recreational building, 30 per cent lower; 
stores, offices, and warehouses, 1 per cent 
lower, churches and memorial buildings, 

31 preert lower. 

“The slowing up in most types of building 
in August and September does not, of course, 
preclude the possibility of larger total volurre 
for 1928 as a whole compared with 1927. 
The earlier months of the year were so large 
that any moderate decline in the later months 
will still allow a larger year’s total this year 
than last. Current statistics do, however, 
show that the keen edge of building activity 
has been dulled. Whether the slackening 
tendency will be only temporary, or of longer 
duration, depends largely on the course of 
money rates in 1929.

“ Among the noticeably bright spots on the 
building map are Youngstown, Ohio; with 
an increase of 544 per cent; Cleveland, with 
an increase of 205 per cent, Akron, with 126 
per cent; Cincinnati with 34 per cent; Detroit 
with 32 per cent; and Grand Rapids, with 
17 Pee cent, Extreme prosperity in the auto- 
mobile business is helping building in the 
motor car centers. Other cities where con- 
struction is noticeably active are Albany, 
with an increase over last year of 432 per 
cent; New York City, with 105 per cent; 
Newark, with 69 per cent; Camden, with 244 
per cent; and Philadelphia, with 30 per cent. 

“Tn the South building is very active in 
Atlanta, Richmond, Norfolk, Charlotte, 
Louisville, Wheeling, West Virginia, and 
New Orleans. In the Southwest very good 
building is reported in Fort Worth, Houston, 
San Antonio, and St, Louis. 

“Among the active Western and North- 
western cities from a building standpoint 
are Omaha, with an increase over last year 
of 502 per cent; St. Paul with 85 per cent; 
Des Moines, with 77 per cent. Good crops 
are stimulating building in this section. 

“In New England very marked construc- 
tion gains are reported from Portland, 
New Haven, Lowell, and Fall River. Down 
in Florida we see an illustration of what 
always happens in America after a great 
disaster, Palm Beach, instead of being de- 
moralized by the hurricane, at once set about 
reconstruction. Building in Palm Beach is 
now running over 5 per cent ahead of last year. 


Importance of Sustained Construction 


“Every industry and every family in the 
country is a ected by the prosperity of the 
building industry. It employs more men 
than any other occupation with the excep- 
tion of agriculture. At least a hundred other 
industries are more or less directly dependent 
on it. This includes not only the lumber! 
cement, brick, construction machinery, 
hardware, steel, fabrication, plumbing and 
other building supply industries, but also 
the railroads, public utility, furniture, rug, 
copper, and many other huge businesses. 
In fact construction underlies the whole 
economic organization of the country. Con- 
sequently everything possible should be 
done to keep it in a prosperous condition. 


Ways of Helping Construction 

“There is of course, a definite limit to 
the control that men can exert over economic 
laws and trends. These limitations apply to 
building. Furthermore; “if 7 were possible 
to force building activity it might not always 
be desirable. In those places where building 
has been overdone, where there are too many 
houses and apartments, or stores, or factories, 
already, the only cure for the situation is to 
let up on new construction until the demand 
has caught up with the supply. The country 
as a whole, however, is not overtuilt. We 
are increasing in population at the rate of

These ple must be 
housed. Moreover, the A standard of 
living since the war makes the avera‘e famil 
demand better accommodations than tt 
occupied in 1913, Also the movement of 
families to the suburbs of cities, made pos- 
sible by automobile and other rapid transit 
facilities, causes a great potential demand for 
new housing. The growth of American in- 
dustry and commercial activity requires 
the alteration of old plants to suit new re- 
quirements. 

In spite of the huge road building carried 
on, present highways are woefully inade- 
quate to take care of the increase in motor 
tra ic. Expansion of public utilities means 
huge expenditures for future construction. 
While over-building of certain types in 
certain localities may have occurred, the 
demand for the country as a whole is sure 
to be commensurate with the prosperity 
and growth of the country. The recent halt- 
ing tendency in building is more the result 
of money conditions than of a saturated 
demand. This being true, every e ‘ort should 
be made to make available for legitimate 
construction purposes some of the huge 
funds which are now employed in stock 
market or other forms of speculation. The 
present tightness in money rates is largely 
the result of such speculation. Sooner or 
later this situation must correct itself. Tight 
tioney may not kother stock speculation 
for a while, but building cannot go wild on 
5 1-2 per cent commetcial money. 

“Another thing which would help greatly 
in sustaining the volume of building would 
be the pushing of federal, state, and munici- 

| puolic improvemeats, such as highways, 
pridges, and public buildings. If it becomes 
apparent over the next few months that 
construction activity is being seriously cut 
down, the government could rendera distinct 
service by releasing public works on a large 
scale. 

Exorbitant Financing Charges Should 
Be Abolished 

“The startling revelations on exorbitant 
construction financing charges recently made 
by the Massachusetts Commission on the 
Necessaries of Life expose a condition which 
is prevalent not only in that state, but also 
in man other parts of the country. It was 
found that construction loans with interest 
rates as high as 40 per cent were being charged 
by second rate building finance companies 
and other lenders outside of the regular 4 
banking and mortagge field. Also through 
a system of bonuses and other questionable 
financial methods the cost of construction of 
the speculative type has in many instances 
been increased from 30 per cent to 50 per 
cent. Not only has this raised rents to un- 
reasonable levels, but it has discouraged 
legitimate building enterprises. These abuses 
should be corrected at once. The building 
industry and the banks should co-operate 
to wipe out the unfair and uneconomic prace 
tices which have developed. Every industry 
prospers only as it serves and this very 
definitely applies to both the building and 
banking industries. The Babsonchart now

Governor Smith’s Trip Convinces the 
Nation We Need Hoover 


Governor Smith’s tour of the West, his 
first venture into politics of more than local 
importance, has been a distinct gain for 
the Republican ticket. 

Even from Democratic sources come 
admissions that the Governor hurt his 
cause during his visit to the farm states. 
He simply didn’t “take”. The spell of 
grandeur which was cast about him while 
he remained in New York disappeared as 
the tour progressed. The most luxurious 
campaign special ever put on wheels failed 
to hide the fact that the Governor does not 
understand the West and the West does 
not understand him. The Democratic nomince 
demonstrated that he is not eet 
minded, that he has no grasp of the prob- 
lems which concern the United States as a 
whole. 

On the outstanding problem of the day— 
farm relief—he is still floundering. The 
West was intensely interested in knowing 
what he would have to say about it, es- 
pecially since he had admitted two years 
ago that “I really can’t think of any way 
of helping the farmers. ” He hasn't improved 
his position a great deal since then. In his 
speech at Omaha he made a few covert 
gestures at embracing the principle of the 
McNary-Haugen bill, but he ended with an 
unilluminating statement that after his 
election he would “call a conference”. As 
Senator Borah remarked, if the farmer has 
to wait for that event to happen it will be 
a tremendously long time Berard the farm 
problem is solved. 


In contrast to this vague and obscure 
position, Mr. Hoover has proclaimed a 
definite and concrete program for agricul- 
ture. It has won the approval of those who 
are most interested in the problem and who 
are most competent to judge. It has brought 
Mr. Hoover messages of congratulation from 
the men who have led the farm fight for 
years past. Moreover, the record of the 
Republican Administration in behalf of the 
farmer is something that cannot be lightly 
put aside. 

The farmers, like a great many other 

people in all parts of the nation, are fully 
convinced that the Governor is wholly 
unsound on the vital tariff issue. His ref- 
erence in his acceptance speech to the 
Underwood tariff as his ideal is something 
that alot of Democrats would like to forget, 
and would like to have the farmers forget. 
The Underwood tariff included most of the 
products of our agriculture on the free list, 
and the farmers and workers too were all 
but ruined by its operation. Had it not been 
for the war that ruination would have been 
complete and final. The progress which 
agriculture has made since the war has been 
due in a large measure to the protection 
which has been granted to farm products 
by the Fordney-McCumber tariff, a Repub- 
lican measure. 
_ The Underwood tariff was no less disastrous 
in its effect on the workers. Twice during 
the duration of the Democratic schedules 
there was a reduction of $100,000,000 a 
week in the country’s payroll. The damage 
did not stop there. The loss of this vast sum 
contributed still further to the demoraliza- 
tion of the farmers’ domestic market and 
restricted to a marked degree the activity 
of our manufacturers. 


The personalities of the candidatesare 
important, but the party principles which 
affect the well-being of the nation are more 
important by far. If the United States wants 
to continue to be well-fed, well housed and 
well clothed, it must vote for the men who 
believe in the prneples which make that 
prosperity possible. In other words, it must 
elect Herbert Hoover and Senator Curtis. 


Recognizing Real Service
